Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants wished the Examiner to clarify on the record whether 
Wang et al. was relied upon solely in an evidentiary manner or as a "102(e)" type reference. The Examiner indicated 
that the rejection of record indicated that Wang et al. was merely applied as supporting evidence to support the 
Examiner's position that the orientation ratio (OR) is known to be measured by comparing the relative magnetitude of a 
variety of properties. Applicants argued that if Wang et al. is merely an evidentiary reference, then it cannot be applied 
since the publication date is after applicants' filing date, which implies that the relied upon subject matter was not 
common knowledge. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

MPEP 2124 explicitly states that "References which do not qualify as prior art because they post-date the claimed 
invention may be relied upon to show the level of ordinary skill in the art at or around the time the invention was made". 
The Examiner notes that Wang et al. is relied upon in such a manner. As additional supporting evidence that one of 
ordinary skill at the time of applicants' invention would have possessed the knowledge that OR can be measured by 
comparing the tangential to radial magnetude of various properties, such as He, Mrt or S*, please see U.S. Patent No. 
5,849,386 to Lai et al. (col. 1 , line 50 bridging col. 2, line 16). Lai et al. illustrates that one of ordinary skill knew about 
OR as far back as 1995 (col. 2, line 16) and that OR can be measured by looking at He, Mrt or S* as known 
background knowledge as far back as 1996 (continuity data and background section).
